The proposition advanced to
Burlingion was that it sbould jolu the new
pool on the same terms as the Northwestern,
but this General Manager Pouer, of the
Burlingion, said he was prepared to abso-
lutely deeline. This emergency hadappar-
ently been guarded sgainst, and the Bur-
lington was reqiiested tostute on what terms
it woulld negotiate. A counter propo-ition
was then suuzgested that, in order to mein-
taln rates and prevent war, two distinct
pools be formed, covering the competitive
business on the line of the Union Pacific
road as far west a8 Denver, the Union Pa-
¢ific and fitx four present aliles, the
Northwestern, Rock Island, Milwasukee
& St. Panl and Wabash, forming one
pool and the Burlington and
branchea formiog the second pool. To
this the Burlington was not prepared to re-
turn an answer, and an adjournment was
taken on the 17th inat., to receive the Bur-
liogton’s ultimatum. In case the Burling-
ton should decide to negotiate oun the terms
outlined. it is »tated that its negotiations
with the Unpion Pacific will necessarily be
prolonged, in view of the numerous points
